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Town remembers 9/11 on 20th anniversary

AGAWAM - On asun-splashed 
morning much like same day 20 
years ago, the community re- 
membered the terrible events of 
Sept. 11, 2001 at a remembrance 
ceremony last Saturday. 

The ceremony, held at Aga- 
wam's own 9/11 memorial at the 
Agawam Fire Headquarters, was 
well-attended and included par- 
ticipation from public safety offi- 
cials in town. 

There were many attendees 
at the ceremony, including resi- 
dents who surrounded the front 
and sides of the Fire Department 
building and those who partici- 
pated in the ceremony. The Aga- 
wam Veterans Services members 
attended the ceremony and stood 
in front of the department, with 
member Kerri O’Connor singing 
the national anthem and Director 
Christopher Lanski speaking to 
honor the military. 

Members of the fire depart- 
ment made up the Color Guard 
and posted the colors throughout 
the ceremony. Other members of 
the department were dressed in 


full uniform and standing at at- 
tention watching the ceremony. 

The department’s Chaplain 
Father Bill Hamilton attended 
and spoke a few words among a 
prayer as did Reverend Harvey 
Hill from the St. David’s Episco- 
pal Church. The American Legion 
Post 185 gave the three-volley sa- 
lute, and Mayor William Sapelli 
spoke for a moment of reflection 
and laid wreaths at the 9/11 me- 
morial with help from City Coun- 
cilor George Bitzas; who designed 
the monument. Additionally res- 
idents Christian and Gabriel Rua 
performed the taps as both stood 
on either side of the station, with 
plenty of residents ranging from 
elderly to toddlers surrounding 
the ceremony. 

“On that tragic day some of 
those first responders, who were 
the ones running into the build- 
ing; into the danger while every- 
body else was running away, knew 
that they had to keep going back 
to save people.’ Sapelli said. “But 
also knew that every time they 
went back in they didn’t know if 
they were coming back out, and

Mail-in voting to be allowed, 
resolution withdrawn

AGAWAM - The Agawam 
City Council was not able to 
vote on a resolution to opt-out 
of universal mail-in voting fol- 
lowing the withdrawal of a res- 
olution seeking to remove the 
option. 

Last Tuesday night, the Aga- 
wam City Council was going to 
consider the resolution, along 
with an emergency preamble 
that would have allowed a vote 
on the resolution. 

However, unlike previous 
emergency preambles the coun- 
cil has voted on, there has not 
been one that has cancelled 
out the requirement of a public 
hearing, which the state is re- 
quiring before an opt-out could 
be voted on. 

This fall is only a municipal 
election with no state or federal 
offices being decided. The elec- 
tion will include contested rac- 
es for mayor, city council, and 
school committee. 

The issue of mail-in voting 
has split the city council in the 


past, with a most recent vote 
of the council went in favor of 
sending a resolution to the state 
legislature reflecting the city 
council’s desire to oppose mail- 
in voting. 

The vote was just 6-4, nearly 
splitting the council down the 
middle. Opponents of mail- 
in voting include Councilor 
George Bitzas, who sponsored 
the resolution to oppose the 
voting method, which was 
widely used during the 2020 
Presidential election due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. However, 
the method proved popular, re- 
sulting in the largest “turnout” 
in American history. During the 
2020 election, voters engaged 
in multiple methods including 
mail-in voting, early voting, and 
the tradition methods of absen- 
tee ballots and in-person voting 
on Election Day. 

The Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture passed laws allowing for 
mail-in voting, but gives individ- 
ual communities the ability to 
“opt out” of mail-in voting by a

WRWA plans next riverside cleanups 


WESTFIELD - Volunteers along the Westfield River and 
its streams will join cleanup crews across four states on Sat- 
urday, Sept. 25 according to Mark Damon, coordinator for 
the Westfield River Watershed Association (WRWA). “Our 
volunteers, like other Source to Sea groups, take a Saturday 
morning and use it to make a significant difference to our 
environment. Over the years, we have hauled hundreds of 
TONS of trash and debris from our river. In the nearly 70 
years that the Westfield River Watershed Association has 
been around, our river has gone from extremely polluted to 
swimmable. It’s all thanks to our community volunteers. 
Our river is an amazing resource that is accessible to thou- 
sands of folks in the area for fishing, picnicking, walking, 
paddling and even swimming. We're glad to carry on the 
tradition of keeping it clean and inviting” 

The groups this year will follow all COVID-19 recom- 
mendations according to Sheryl Becker, the other WRWA 
clean-up coordinator. “We request that all folks who plan 
to participate pre-register by contacting me or Mark. Vol- 
unteers must wear masks while at the registration area. 
We'll have small groups working at different sites along the 
river. She also notes, “Due to the traffic from Big E, the 
Agawam clean-up at Pynchon Point is scheduled for Sat- 
urday, Oct. 9” 

The WRWA is part of the Connecticut River Conser- 
vancy which sponsors the annual Source to Sea Cleanup, 
a volunteer network taking care of the Connecticut River 
and its tributaries. Damon sports a bright orange tee shirt 
with the CRC logo which proudly proclaims: Hard Work. 
Real Fun. True Impact. “It’s a great cause—keeping our 
environment clean—and everyone is welcome,’ adds Da- 
mon. “Mostly we just clean up along the banks of our rivers 
and streams. We find all kinds of garbage from old tires 
to plastic bottles and snack wrappers. The Westfield River 
always looks so good when we are done.’ 

Brian Conz, the WRWA president, offers his thanks for 
the groups that participate. “Besides individuals, we get 


groups from businesses and organizations, and students 
from the local schools and colleges. Last spring, we had 
great help from a new-to-us group, Make MA Fishing Spots 
Great Again. We welcome them to return as well as any 
other group whod like to join us! We've been doing this 
clean-up for about 30 years now.’ Damon, who like Conz, 
teaches at Westfield State University invites his students 
to join in. “The kids from the high schools and colleges are 
especially helpful in providing the muscle that we need to 
move some of the bigger items we find.’ 

WRWA strongly encourages people joining them for 
the morning on Saturday, Sept. 25 (Westfield) or Saturday, 
Oct. 9 (Agawam) to preregister by contacting the coordi- 
nator for their area. Volunteers for the Fall 2021 Westfield 
River cleanup will gather at one of two locations by 9 a.m., 
meeting in Westfield in the public parking lot at the end of 
Meadow Street near the green bridge or in Agawam at the 
Pynchon Point parking lot near the South End bridge circle 
on River Road. WRWA will distribute gloves and trash bags 
and offer safety tips, then send off site teams. Organizers 
target watershed sites in Westfield, Russell, Huntington, 
West Springfield and Agawam. Assignments are generally 
completed about noon. 

Everyone is welcome; children must be supervised by 
an adult. WRWA will arrange with local communities for 
pickup of trash and debris recovered at each site. For ques- 
tions, contact Mark Damon regarding Westfield locations 
at 413-977-1577, markjdamon@gmail.com or Sheryl Beck- 
er for Agawam area sites at 413-374-1921, sherlearth69@ 
gmail.com.

planters at Old 

Sturbridge Village are starting to look a 
little worse for the wear. Soon it will be 
time to dig them up and prepare them 
for overwintering. I have been using these 
same cannas for at least two decades now. 
They weren't cheap originally, so I like to 
think that saving them from year to year is 
good economy! 

From cannas, I went on to overwinter 
elephant’s ears and most recently, tuber- 
ous begonias. If you are a regular reader, 
you know how I covet the new begonias 
my neighbor gets each summer. With her 
change over to fall mums, I am now the 
proud owner of some yellow beauties that 
will look marvelous in my window boxes 
come spring. Read on to learn how to do 
it! 

Cannas are leafy plants that have bold 
flowers during the summer months. They 
are suited to container culture as well as 
use in borders and along the edge of water 
gardens. Tropical in nature, cannas thrive 
in fertile soil, full sun and heat. After the 
first fall frost, or at “changeover time,’ dig 
up the clumps and let them dry a few days 
before cutting away the foliage and storing 
them in boxes of peat moss at 50 degrees. 
Your investment will be doubled, if not tri- 
pled after just one season of growth. Get a 
head start each season by starting the tu- 
bers in pots of soil indoors each April for 
planting outside around Memorial Day. 

Elephant’s Ears can also be saved from 
year to year. These plants are a sight to be 
seen after a summer of lush growth: huge, 
heart-shaped leaves on stems that top 
off at 10 feet tall. This year I used them in 
some very large containers. Those planted 
in the tubs thrived and were a beautiful 
deep shade of green. They were grown in 
filtered light, fertile soil and were watered 
regularly. 

Once fall temperatures dip into the 
lower digits it is time to unearth and store 
elephant’s ears for the winter. To make 
this task easier, some gardeners recom- 
mend cutting away the foliage to a height 
of six inches prior to removing them from 
the garden. Once dug up, allow tubers to 
dry a few days before storing them in a 
frost-free location, at about 50 degrees. 
Gardeners often wrap them in paper; I put 
them in empty pots. 

Tuberous begonias are my favorite 
summer bulbs, and one that few garden- 
ers ever try to overwinter. By the end of 
summer most simply let their plants suc- 
cumb to frost. Unnecessary! If yours were 
pot grown, simply bring the pots indoors 
or dig plants from the garden. Once tops 
have withered, cut them away and clean 
off the tubers. Store at temperatures be- 
tween 50 and 55 degrees individually in 
small paper bags. A few years back I tried 
something new: I let the foliage die down 
in the pot, but never dug up the tubers. I 
simply began watering the plant come 
springtime and voila, begonias going four 
years strong!

Councilor seeks to clear air on mail voting 


Dear Editor: 

To the citizens of Agawam, I 
wish to lend some clarity to my 
position on mail-in ballots, a 
topic that seems to have come 
to the forefront quite often as of 
late. 

It seems there is some con- 
fusion on my position with mail 
in ballots. First, let me say I am 
neither for or against mail in bal- 
lots. Mail-in ballots have been 
used in parts of this country for 
several years and in some areas 
exclusively without any signifi- 
cant difficulty, fraudulent or oth- 
erwise. 

The pandemic brought about 
widespread use of this process 
and for good reason; the health, 
welfare and safety of the voters. 

The 2020 election with the use 
of mail-in ballots proved quite 
effective mail-in ballots they 
contributed to approximately 


160 million voters, more than 
any other time in history. How- 
ever, not without a great deal 
of controversy and wild claims 
of widespread fraud, none ever 
proven be true. That aside, let me 
state my position clearly. 

Mail-in ballots are now a le- 
gal tool in the shed, at least in 
Massachusetts and as such I will 
not oppose anyone's right to use 
them, if they choose. Addition- 
ally, I will always stand firm to 
protect those rights and always 
stand firm against anyone who 
opposes those rights. To make 
clear, it was not the ballots I op- 
posed, it was those that wanted 
to restrict their use of mail-in 
ballots that I opposed; mail-in 
ballots are all about choice. 

Voting by mail is easier and 
safer than you think. The truth 
is, casting a ballot by mail is a se- 
cure way to vote, it’s convenient,

Further, it is my under- 
standing the Agawam voters in 
2020, cast approximately 7,400 
votes and 3,000 of those votes 
were cast by mail. If I may say so, 
I think that extraordinary. 

Me, I like to vote at the polls 
for as long as I can at least, but 
voting by mail may be a viable 
option one day for me as well; as 
long as it remains legal. I hope 
that clears things up. For now, 
It’s your right to choose any and 
all legal tools in the shed in the 
voting process and I will oppose 
anyone or thing that will deny to 
restrict that right. 

Hope to see you at the polls, if 
not, please, mail-in early.

eventually some of them did not’ 

He went on to say that those first responders who did 
survive ended up passing a few months or years later due 
to the damage they received from inhaling the carcino- 
gens in the air at the site. Both Sapelli and Fire Chief Alan 
Sirois spoke about the younger generation growing up in 
the aftermath of the 9/11 attack, and the importance of 
remembering and honoring this historic date. 

Sirois said remembering all the lives lost is the reason 
people gather on 9/11, not just the city of Agawam; but 
everyone around the states, so people can grieve and heal 
as a nation. A series of events that lead a wide range of 
ages to the Agawam ceremony, for those who remember 
live before and after 9/11 and those who grew up learning 
about it. 

“A 25-year-old American has no memory of airplanes 
striking the World Trade Center, and the Pentagon, or 
crashing in Pennsylvania; and the post 9/11 world that 
we have grown to understand is simply the way it has al- 
ways been for them,’ Sirois said. “To ignore this history is 
to dishonor the many lives lost; and to ignore any history 
leaves us at risk to repeat it? 

Lanski also mentioned that almost one-third of the 
population, 100 million Americans today, either weren't 
born yet or were too young to remember the events of 
9/11 and how it etched the vent into people's hearts and 
memories. 

Sirois, Sapelli, and Lanski all mentioned the nearly 
3,000 lives that were lost that day. Sirois and Lanski broke 
down the numbers. They included 343 firefighters, 50 law 
enforcement officers, and 8 EMTs who saved as many 
lives as possible before perishing. Lanski said those fire- 
fighters and police officers went to sleep the night before 
to prepare for their morning shift or patrol and none of 
them made it past 10:30 a.m., telling people to kiss their 
loved ones and remind those they care about that they 
love them before going to bed. 

“For Americans around the country, and the world, it 
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was a time of unity in the face of a shared struggle.’ Lans- 
ki said. “And for some, it was a call to action. In response, 
181,510 American's enlisted in the ranks of active duty 
service, and 72,908 joined the enlisted reserves in the 
year following Sept. 11” 

He said many of those who enlisted that year claimed 
it was 9/11 that inspired ad encouraged them to enlist 
ad serve. Lanski went on to mention the fights and wars 
those brave men and women went on to fight in, with 
over 6,00 of them being killed in action and over 50,000 
wounded. Their sacrifices will not be forgotten, and as 
Lanski stated they are heroes. 

While honoring, remembering, and celebrating the 
lives of those lost in 9/11 Lanski and Sirois brought at- 
tention to the 13 service members recently killed in Ka- 
bul, Afghanistan. Lanski spoke about paying his respects 
to them, 11 marines, one Navy corpsman, and one Army 
Soldier. Bitzas said he ordered thirteen miniature flags 
and printed out the names of those 13 service members, 
and attached a name to a flag before asking the Fire De- 
partment if he could place them in front of the 9/11 me- 
morial. The department said theyd like to keep the flags 
by the monument after the ceremony, and Bitzas said 
hed be making another set for the Veteran’s Memorial in 
town. 

After the ceremony concluded groups of residents 
stuck around to speak to each other, as well as Sirois, 
Sapelli, and Lanski to talk and come together, just as 
all three spoke of. There were shedded tears and shared 
smiles by the end of the ceremony, especially after the 
heartfelt performance of the Marines’ Hymn by Lans- 
ki. Aside from the speech and hymn from Lanski, a few 
words from the mayor stuck out. 

“If you want to do something to try to support this ef- 
fort, the thing you want to do is; there’s an expression ran- 
dom acts of kindness. You know; that’s what we need to 
do, start being kinder to each other; Sapelli said. “Open 
the door for somebody, assist somebody that’s on the side 
of the road, just do something for no apparent reason 
other than because it’s the right thing to do’

from it,’ Alvanos said. “I want to hire a grants manager 
and get access to money available to the town, we can't 
pull that money in without a grants manager.’ 

Alvanos’ other plans for Agawam include maintaining 
the dignity of small farms in town, to preserve the farming 
culture that has thrived in town. He suggested giving local 
farmers a sort of incentive so they dont sell farm lands to 
other business or those whod like to build upon that land. 

Some other ideas Alvanos has includes implementing 
a Drug Task Force that would work with and involve sur- 
rounding towns including Westfield, Southwick, Granby, 
Suffield, and possibly more as a way to stop drug relat- 
ed issues in town and to stop them from going over local 
boarders. Hed also like to implement community polic- 
ing, a system that was common years ago in which thered 
be foot patrols at major access ways in Agawam, like Six 
Flags and other popular areas. Alvanos also wants to 
make a change in the town charter and introduce term 
limits for town officials, he said hed like to see a limit of 
five full terms for City Council, five full terms for School 
Committee, and two full terms for the Mayor. 


“People have seen the political shenanigans that has 
been associated with this town, the town and govern- 
ment needs a breath of fresh air; Alvanos said. “Id like 
to see term limits, I think people should do their jobs in 
their position and then move on and allow new blood to 
come in. Alvanos said he’s running for mayor because 
he does not like the direction the town is going in, and 
that the town has been headed down the same path for 
the last four years and it’s time for change. He believes it’s 
time for progressive change and that he can bring that 
change to the town. 

Alvanos said it’s not just a race for mayor, but a race 
for Hampden County; for the respect of the county and 
of the town of Agawam. He believes he can be the new 
blood needed to switch things up in town, possibly start- 
ing with debates. 

Alvanos said he’s calling on the media and the Dem- 
ocratic party to lobby for debates. He said hed like to 
see at least two face-to-face debates be done in town for 
the mayoral candidacy, and that he believes debates are 
important in a political standing. Alvanos official an- 
nounced his candidacy for mayor at a press conference 
on Aug. 27.

vote of its legislative body, whether it be a town or city 
council, or a town meeting in the case of smaller com- 
munities. 

However, in the case of this year’s election, the win- 
dow to opt out is small, and the state is requiring a deci- 
sion to be rendered within 45 days of the election. 

Under normal council rules, an agenda item must 
appear on an agenda as new business and be advanced 
to the next meeting to be voted on under old business. 
Additionally, public hearings must be legally posted for 
two weeks. 

In the past, the council has utilized emergency pre- 
ambles to vote on funding and other resolutions that are 


time sensitive. However, in recent memory, no emergen- 
cy preamble has ever been used that also bypasses a re- 
quired public hearing. 

According to the preamble filed last Thursday, there 
is not enough time to schedule a public hearing and then 
vote on the opt-out resolution within 45 days of the elec- 
tion. 

According to Council President Christopher Johnson, 
the council was made aware of the need to withdraw pri- 
or to the meeting. Councilors did vote to completely the 
resolution from the agenda rather than table it for anoth- 
er time. 

This means universal mail-in voting will be allowed 
for the 2021 election, though it is likely the city council 
will re-visit the issue next year.
